Israel seeking

At his meeting yesterday with Dr. 
Jarring, Mr. Eban was thought to 
have proposed that the U.N. envoy 
get the talks off to a new start by 
changing the venue from New York 
to a site nearer to the Middle East.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — Sec- 
retary of State Willlam Rogers 
said yesterday the U.S. and Is- 
rael will continue discussions aim- 
ed at finding a basis for settle- 
ment of the Middle Hast crisis. 
- Mr. Rogers, who had just given 
ἃ two-hour briefing on the sub- 
ject to the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, was pressed by 
reporters to respond to Israel’s 
rejection of the American posi- 
tion that Israel should accept 
international guarantees rather 
than territory safeguards to as- 
sure its security. 

“It tsn't a matter of saylng 
‘no’," Mr. Rogers replied. He ad- 
ded that U.S.-Israell discussions 
will continue, and that he would 
have no more to say until after 
his meeting today with Israel's 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 

Asked if some compromise over 
the ‘Suez Canal might be worked 
out as a means of breaking the 
current impasse, Mr. Rogers re- 
plied: “That is really between the 
parties” to decide. 

He termed his meeting with 
the committee “useful,” and sald 
the questioning had ‘been “especi- 
ally friendly.” He was accom- 
panied by Joseph Sisco, Assistant 
Secretary for Near Eastern Af- 
fairs. 

Egypt yesterday conveyed a mes- 
sage to Mr. Rogers on American 
suggestions that Tsrael give pre- 
ference to political settlements rather 
than border advantages. A verbal 
mesage ‘from Egyptian Foreign Min- 
ister Mahmoud Riad was conveyed 
to Mr. Rogers, according to an an- 
nouncement in Cairo.

CAIRO (Reuter). — A bitter con- 
troversy blew up yesterday over 2 
warning by a close friend of the 
late President Abdul Nasser that 
Egypt Would face a4 bitter and 
bloady battle if war broke out 
again with Israel. 
Mohammed Hassanein Helkal, 
editor-in-chief of the leading news- 
paper “Al Ahram,” also warned in 
an article last week that Egypt 
could expect no help from other 
Arab armies. 
Replying in a blistering full-page 
article in ‘the newspaper “Al 
Gomhouriya” yesterday, Abdul Hadi 
Nassef, an official of the Arab So- 
elalist Union — Egypt's sole poll- 
tical party — called Mr. Heikal a 
prophet of gloom and said his ar- 
ticle had been widely denounced. 

Mr. Heikail, generally considered 
the nation's leading political com- 
mentator, warned Egyptians that in 
the event of a new war they would 
have to fight the entire Israeli army 
without help, surmount a unique 
military barrier in the Suez Canal, 
face an intensive fire screen on 
the other side, with the Israeli 
armour massed beyond in the cen- 
tral sands of Sinai. 

Mr. Nassef, a member of the 
A.S.U. General Secretariat, said, 


“Mr, Heykal's article almost in- 
sinuated Egypt would be commit- 
ting suicide to embark on a new 
war. I don't recall an article which 
has caused 30 much resentment and 
been so widely denounced by the 
masses." Mr. Nassef said the edi- 
tor had exaggerated the obstacle. 

World War Two armies faced 
™much more difficult water barriers. 
The Soviet Army crossed scores 
of rivers, wider and deeper than 
the Suez Canal, and the Allied 
armies broke through huge Ger- 
Maan fortifications in Normandy 
after crossing the Channel, he re- 
called.

Soviets not behind in nuclear 
capability, U.S. Congress told 


WASHINGTON (A4P).— Deputy Defence Secretary David Packard 
told Congress yesterday that the Soviet Union has reached “a rough 
overall parity” with the U.S. in strategic nuclear capacity. 


‘But the U.S, Mr. Packard said, 
is “ahead of the Soviets today in 
almost all, if not all, areas of tech- 
nology. 

“The Soviet military capability 
certainly has not decreased during 
the past five years,” Mr. Packard 
said in a statement released by a 
House Appropriations Sub-Commit- 
tee, which heard him behind closed 
doors. “On the contrary, the Soviets 
have built up strategic nuclear for- 
ces which, in some cases, actually 
exceed in numbers and capability 
our strategic nuclear forces. In 
general, the forces they have added 

_ bring them to a rough overall 

* parity with us in strategic nuclear 

* capabilit 

The Deputy Secretary said the 
Russians have expanded their naval 
forces rapidly and are continuing 
to build a world-wide naval capa- 

. bility. 

. Communist China, he added, “con- 
tinues extensive development and 
testing of nuclear warheads, and 
her efforts at misaile development 
continue.” 

On the other side of the picture, 
Mr, Packard said, there are “seve- 
ral factors of strength on our 
side... Our friends and ailies 


around the world, with very few 
exceptions, have a stronger defence 
85 well as greater economic strength 
than they had a decade ago.” 

Be said there is "Ὁ near-unani- 
mous conclusion that we are ahead 
of the Soviets today in almost all, 
if not all, areas of technology” 
and “should be able to stay ahead 
if the rate of increase of our re- 
search and development effort is at 
least equal to the rate of increase 
of theirs.” 

“Untortunately,” Mr. Packard 
added, “that has not been the case 
during the past two or three years.”

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Labour back | HOW CAIRO GETS THE 
WORLD’S SYMPATHY 


in power 


in Norway 


By ROLAND HUNTFORD 
OSLO (Ofns). — 
TER five-and-a-half years in 
opposition, the Norwegian Le- 
dour Party returned to office on 
Tuesday. Before being defeated in 
the 1965 general election, the party 
had held power for over 30 years 
continuously, and the question 
which springs to mind is whether 
it now resumes an ualimited but 
interrupted reign or whether Nor- 


way has now fallen into the more 


usual Western pattern of govern- 
ments alternating at decent inter- 
vals. Few in Oslo are prepared to 
give an answer today. It is general- 
ly expected, however, that the La- 
our Party, under the Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr. Trygve Bratteli, will sit un- 
tii the next general election in 

September 1973. 

Superficially, this is perplexing. 
The Labour Party ig in a minority, 
with 74 of the 150 seats in the 
Storting (Parliament). But the erst- 
while government was a coalition 
of four parties who found it 80 
difficult to agree. that they fell 
from power; in opposition they are 
not expected to find unity any 
easier. With the opposition divided, 
Mr. Brattell may well be able to 
tule. : 

The European Economic Commu- 
nity—the Common Market—was the 
destruction of the non-Socialist 
Government. Of the four coalition 
partners, fhe Conservatives, Liberais 
and the Christian People's Party sup- 
ported 'Norway’s application to join 
the EEC, now being negotiated in 
Brussels. But the Centre, or Farmers’ 
Party, is against it. With such fun- 
damental disagreement, the Govern- 
ment has been hamstrung for a 
year, When the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Per Borten of the Centre Party, fi- 
nally stood convicted last week of 
leaking confidential EEC documents, 
it was the last straw. The Cabinet 
resigned, and Mr. '‘Brattell took over. 

Certain relief 

In most camps there is a cer- 
tain relief at the change, parti- 
cularly among the Conservatives, 
the most outspoken EBC ‘supporters 
among the non-SociaHst parties. 
Despite its parliamentary minority, 
the Labour Party is expected to gov- 
ern and to lead, taking the country 
out of the doldrums of the past 
year, Furthermore, and this is the 
crux of the matter, Mr, Bratteli is 
unequivocally a European, and his 
colieagues in the Parlamentary La- 
bour Party will support him in the 
Common ‘Market negotiations. ΄ 

With a government now undivided 
and committed to the BHC, Norway 
is expected to find negotiations 
easier in Brussels. Certainly the Com- 
mon Market Commission views with 
benevolence the change of govern~- 
ment in Oslo, because it simplifies 
talks with Worwegian represen- 
tatives, . é a 

The Conservatives at least have 
made it known that as long as the 
HEC negotiations last, they will 
allow Mr. Bratteli to rule in peace. 
It is expected in Brussels that, 
if all goes well, the negotiations 
will be over and the admission of 
the four applicants, Britain, Ireland 
Denmark and Norway settled by the 
end of the year. Nine months is a 
Teasonable grace to allow a politic- 
al opponent. ' 

‘Mr. Bratteli, being a moderate, 
js quite acceptable as leader, at 
least to the Conservatives and 
Liberals, In the appointment of his 
Cabinet, he has made no concessions 
to the Labour party left wing. His 
policy at home is one of middle-of- 
the-road Scandinavian social wel- 
fare. To avoid defeat on @ motion 
of ccnfidence, he will doubtless 


avoid contentious issues. 'The Labour 
Party is not committed to national- 
lgation, Out it believes in control- 
ling business. For that reason, busi- 
nessmen may find some restrictions 
in prospect.

Together with 
many of his countrymen, he spent 
several years in a concentration 
camp in Germany as a penalty for 
wor! in the Resistance move- 
ment. Out of that experience has 
come the desire to help build up a 
new Europe and prevent another 
holocaust, and a belief that a small 
country cannot exist without help. 
For that reason, he is finmly com- 
mitted to the Western Alliance as 
the only practicable means of 
guaranteeing Norwegian freedom, 
independence and security.

E-Tel, who has been outspoken in 
his criticism of Egypt's interven- 
tion in the domestic affairs of other 
Arab states, is meanwhile contl- 
mnuing with his crusade to re-es- 
tablish the strength of King Hus- 
sein’s regime. Mocking Arab con- 
cern for “the vital existence of 
the Palestine resistance movement,” 
the Jordanian Premier carried out 
a series of crackdowns on the ter- 
rorists, confiscating some 30,000 
weapon pieces in Amman _ alone. 

The price Jordan is paying for! 
the crackdown is its isolation from 
the Arab world, except probably 
for Lebanon and Saudi Arabia, the 
only Arab state which continues to 
aid Hussein financially. Kuweit and 
Libya are still suspending their aid, 
as resolved at the post-war 1967 
Khartoum Arab summit. While Jor- 
dan currently faces an economic 
collapse, nothing has been disclosed 
on last week's Western trip of 
Crown Prince Hassan who went 
seeking aid to revive the country’s 
economy. 

The question remains: how long 
ean the Jordanian monarch afford 
to resist Arab isolation and econo- 
mic pressure in order to maintain 
his present Premier and through 
him keep the terrorists paralyzed? 

The other immediate question is 
what would be the effect of e-Tel’s 
persecution of the terrorists on 
neighbouring Syria and Lebanon, 
where the terrorists have veen flee- 
ing and in the meantime reorganiz- 
ing their activities.

PARIS. — 
Masons of Frenchmen got a 
close-up look at the Histadrut 
last week thanks to an excellent 
television programme on Israel's 
General Labour Federation which 
was presented by Andre Scemama, 
the correspondent in Israel of “Le 
Monde" and of France's radio and 
TV network, OR.TF. Scemama 
stressed that, in contrast to France's 
labour unions, the Histadrut is 8 
social paradox: a state within a state, 
Operating simultaneously as the bas- 
tion of Israel's industrial infrastruc- 
ture and as a syndicalist force 30 
years older than the state itself. 
The French, amoung whom trade 
union membership igs the exception 
rather than the rule, were surprised 
to learn that in Israel one-third of 
the population holds membership 

cards of the Histadrut. 

First-class film footage showing 
the achievements of the kibbutzim 
and moshavim affiliated to the His- 
tadrut brought life to a subject 
which could easily have been treat- 
ed in a dreary, humdrum style. We 
were even taken into the printing 
shop at “Davar” to meet Editor-in- 
Chief Hanna Zemer and Features 
‘Editor Israel Neumann. 

Scemama took his audience on a 
visit to the Moshav Nakalal. He aiso 
presented excerpts from a pop music 
show organized by the Histadrut for 
its 50th anniversary a year ago. 
Scemama asked Akiva Eiger, Direc- 
tor of the Afro-Asian Institute, to 
explain the paradox of capitalist 
money being poured into an organi- 
zation whose objectives were those 
of socialism. Eiger replied: “This 
is not the first time that private 
capital has been put to public use. 
Anyhow, a big portion of the money 
which the Histadrut invests in its 
industrial and other projects comes 
from the 13.000 million which Is- 
raeli workers have put into their 
pension fund.” 


Paradox 

Scemama also stressed another 
paradox inherent in the Histadrut: 
nationalization of the organization's 
multiple activities is opposed by Is- 
rael’s deftwingers and advocated by 
the right, who are eager to exercise 
control over the Histadrut if they 
succeed in taking over the govern- 
ment of the country. 

Taking his camera crew to Na- 
zareth, Scemama presented the 
Frank Sinatra hostel and the modern 
flats which the Hiatadrut has built for 
Arabs. Shaul Ben-Simhon, member 
of the Histadrut Executive, said in 
an interview that the Histadrut was 
in a strong position to influence the 
government as most ministers were 
members of the organization. 

The role of the Histadrut in Is- 
rael's political and sociai life was 
vigorously criticised in another in- 
terview with Professor Yohanan 
Menor of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem: “The economic power of 
the Histadrut ought to be put at the 
disposal of the workers. But in fact 
this does not happen. Israeli workers 
regard affiliation to the Histadrut 
85 a condition for obtaining welfare 
benefits and medical aid. This feel- 
ing of dependence sterilises their 
urge to fight for their rights as 
trade unionists. It also sterilises the 
combativeness of the Histadrut 
management on behalf of its mem- 
bers. This situation, of course, is 
inevitable, as the Histadrut is in 
essence a Oureaucracy in the hands 
of the government.”

in the debate which ensued we 
heard the views of eminent jurists 
from Europe, the U.S, Australia 
and Israel. There wag a substantial 
consensus among the participants 
in the commission that it is a ba- 
sic duty of lawyers to uphold ba- 
sic principles of justice in the 
world in order to ensure the sur- 
vival of freedom and of civilization. 

There was also substantial agree- 
ment among us that there are yet 
unexplored potentials in work with 
lawyers and jurists, as well as the 
possibility of increasing utilization 
of legal tools and methods, To 
achieve these objectives, the com- 
mission agreed: 1) In the light of 
the immense importance attached 
to the problem of Soviet Jewry it 
should call upon lawyers and ju- 
rists, Jew and non-Jew, individually 
and organizationally, nationally and 
internationally to make thelr voices 
heard and to enlist thelr minds, 
hearts and conscience in the just 
cause of Soviet Jews. 2) It should 
call upon jurists everywhere to

It has ail the advan- 
tages of alphabets currently used 
ἐπὶ computer technology, Mr. Anders- 
son says, and is, in Hs new form, 
easy to print and easy to read for 
both blind and sighted people. 

‘Computers using such an alphabet 
would be as cheap as those em- 
ploying punched tapes or cards, 
while texts would at the same 
time be much easier to read. Simple- 
to-read alphabets of a more ¢on- 
ventional type are appreciably more 
expensive, Mr. ‘Andersson says. 

Under the new system Braille 
has been altered to resemble con- 
ventional letters more closely. Peo- 
ple with normal sight can grasp 
its basic essentials “within 15 mi- 
nutes,” claims Mr. Andersson. 

‘Since the alphabet would not, az 
being: used in computers, be print- 
ed in relief, blind people would 
have to be equipped with a special 
device — a “reading pen” — which 
would, through vibrations created 
by photocells, enable them t fol- 
low the letters’ formation. 

Such a pen now exists in pro- 
totype form and Mr. Andersson is 
engaged upon further development 
work on this device.

The court 
8180 took into account the fact that 
Jaffora had introduced improve- 
ments Into its manufacturing pro- 
cess since the charges were filed.

Paper-mending machine designed 
to preserve Nat'l Library MSS. 


In its never-ending efforts to re- 
store and preserve ancient manu- 
scripts, the Jewish National and 
University Library is using a pa- 
per-mending machine designed by 
its own chemist. The machine has 
drawn inquiries from many places, 
including the Library of Congress. 

“Anywhere else,” explained che- 
mist Esther Alkalay, of the Lib- 
rary’s restoration department, “we 
would be dealing mainly with ma- 
terlal which had been exposed to 
local conditions. What we receive 
here has come a long way, after 
having been in wars, in ghettos, in 
refugee camps — it comes not only 
from different periods but also 
from different cultures.” 

An accompanying card records 
the identity of: every item and, by 
means of esoteric symbols, what 
might almost’ be termed its medical 
history. The process of preserva- 
tion to which every book and 
manuscript is subjected consists of 
four stages: disinfection, cleaning, 
de-acidification and reinforcement. 
Apart from damage caused by fire 
or water, books may have been 
attacked by insects or by worms 
or they may suffer from mold. 
Against all these they have to be 
disinfected. 

For vellum, a special solution is 
used to restore its suppleness, and 
creases are smoothed out with spe- 
clal instruments. Stronger than pa- 
per, vellum is more vulnerable to 
insects and water. 

Paper js sensitive to air pollu- 
tion — factory smoke or the ex- 
haust fumes from cars make it 
brittle. It is also frequently dam- 
aged by ink made from plants 
containing a high percentage of 
iron, which then begins to eat into 
the paper, causing holes stained 
at the edges as if from rust. In 
the third stage of the treatment, 
the sulphuric acid which has been 
absorbed by the paper ts neutralized 
by means of a chemical. 

Israel's climate is bad for the 
health of books and manuscripts 
— insects and mold thrive in the 
combination of heat and humidity 
— and the library keeps its collec- 
tion of rarities in an ajr-condi- 
tioned room. 

To restore paper by hand is not 
only slow and expensive but also

“We work on the principle 
of restoring the material as far as 
possible to its original condition — 
without disguising the fact that it 
has been restored, though we may 
colour our new vellum a little to 
match the tone of the old.” 

New bindings are the work of 
Therese Mahler, from Paris, where 
she learned and practised her craft 
in the French National Library. 
Whenever possible, the original 
leather is used, even though it may 
not be valuable ~— an expensive 
process even when the work is 
done, as here, by a volunteer.

Alkalay said, “It's a golden rule 
with us never to throw anything 
away, so that we may always know 
what it was like originally.”

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HOROWITZ RAPS BUDGET

Bank of Israel Governor David 
Horowitz presented to the Gov- 
ernment and the Knesset Finance 
Committee on Wednesday. 

Tn the report the Governor warns 
of the danger of inflation and of 
cancelling out all the economic 
gains of last year. It also states 
that under no circumstances should 
we raise short-term foreign loans 
or credits solely for the purpose of 
converting them into Isreeli pounds. 
(This is in reference to the Treasury 
decision to cover the IL217m. short- 
age in the budget by a $62m. foreign 
Ioan.) Immediate steps recommended 
to counter the situation are the 
limiting of the banks’ ability to ex- 
pand credit plus some steps to 
absorb some current liquidity. 

The lew requires such a report if 
currency in circulation and in bank 
current accounts rises more than 
Δ per cent in any 12 montha. In 
January 1970, the means of payment 
stood at 2,0G9m. and at the end 
of December this had risen to 
TL3,385m., an increase of TL444m., 
or 15.1 per cert. 

The last such report was in 1968. 
‘These reports are generally regarded 
as being a warning of potential 
inflation. 

This time, Mr. Horowitz states 
that the danger Hes less in the 

im the means of payment in 
1970 and more in what can be ex- 
pected this year, 

‘The report states that the Govern- 
ment took more than I111,000m, 
ja loans from the Bank of Israel 
and other banking institutions last 
year. A large part of this was used 
for foreign currency purchases ab- 
road and thus didn’t affect the 
means of payment situation in Is- 
reel. But the rest did get onto the 
local nrarket and played its part in 
increasing the amount of money in 
circulation, 

Three other factors in this deve- 
lopment were that ἃ sizeable amount 
of foreign currency was converted 
into points (for example, by reci- 
plents of restitution payments); 8 
great deal of foreign capital in the 
form of loans wag recruited to 
finance domestic expenditures; and 
Yocal banks increased the amount 
of credit they gave to the public 
by IL862m.

Dr. Eliezer Tal, head of the Na- 
tional Council for Research and 
Development, which. assisted the 
Desalination Engineering Co. in the 
Gevelopment of the process, ‘yes- 
terday gave first details of the new 
process. In. very general terms, he 
described a multi-stage flash evapo- 
ration process: 

MULTISTAGE PROCESS 

Part of the ‘sea water is evapo- 
rated by heating: The steam then 
condenses into distilled water. The 
heat emitted by condensation is uti- 
lized for the evaporation of a fur- 
ther quantity of water. When the 
wapour obtained thereby condenses, 
the heat emitted ig utilized for the 
evaporation af yet more sait water, 
and so on, Each evaporation is car- 
ried out at a temperature lower 
than the previous stage (and of 
course at lower pressure). 

A great number of stages of eva- 
poration can be included in the pro- 
cess, and: consequently, a large 
quantity of drinking water can be 
obtained per heat unit. 

The U.S. has allocated $20m. to 
the project. The plan submitted by 
Israel does not envisage that the 
whole sum will be spent. 

The capital investment and running 
costs for five years will be shared 
equally by the U.S. and Israel.
